solve at all. The scientist’s werk is to study things as he finds them 
and not to be concerned abont their origin. Another most convincing 
proof of the existence of God is that voice within us which tells that 
certain things are wrong, and which disturbs our peace when we do 
certain evil things. If there were no God, to Whom we are account- 
ible, there would be no reason to be thus disturbed.

One language, with which the 
most proficient linguists or com- 
parative philologists are not a)- 
ways acquainted—of which indeed 
even Oardinal Mezzofanti, who 
knew fifty-eight different langu- 
ages, was probably ignorant—is 
that of flowers, or, as f4n up-to 
date encyclopaedia calls it, flori- 
graphy. While the supposition is 
that this language was used, at 
least, to some extent, by the 
earliest nations, there is no reli- 
able record of its having been em- 
ployed by any people before the 
Greeks.
